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I. Introduction 

Description of the School—Hebron Middle School officially formed as a unified 

school, educating students in grades six through eight in the 2005-2006 school 

year. Previously, the sixth grade was part of Hebron Elementary School. The 

seventh and eighth grades were part of Hebron Junior-Senior High School. With 

the opening of a new high school campus and a long-term public and school 

district belief that young adolescents had their own specific needs, it was perfect 

timing to form and address a middle school philosophy. Hebron Middle School 

has an enrollment of 306 students. The student body is 80.1% white, 2.9% 

multiracial, 14.1% Hispanic, 2.3% black, and 0.7% American Indian of the 

students receive free or reduced lunches. 

 

Description of the Community—Hebron Middle School is set in a rural 

community with a population of approximately 3,660 (2018) people. Many of the 

parents work in other communities; the business sector of Hebron is relatively 

small. Hebron citizens have great pride in supporting the students and schools. 

 

Location and Description of the Curriculum—The middle school curriculum is 

located in the school office and Superintendent's office. The middle school 

curriculum consists of a description of the core classes (English/Language Arts, 

Social Studies, Science and Mathematics), music programs, exploratory 

curriculum, and supplemental remediation and enrichment in both reading and 

math.  Descriptions include power standards and essential vocabulary currently 

being aligned to Indiana Academic Standards. Power standards, scope and 

sequence, and essential vocabulary were determined as part of a two-year 

process of curriculum mapping in the school district, and are currently being 

revised to include vertical articulation with the Indiana Academic Standards 

using the Five Star Technologies Pivot Program. We will be working on 

curriculum again this year to make sure it is vertically and horizontally aligned.  

 

Titles and Descriptions of Assessments in addition to ILEARN--All students are 

assessed on their learning at regular intervals in their core curriculum: end of 

chapter, end-of-unit and student learning objectives are assessed continuously. 

 

Formative and summative assessments are also administered throughout the 

quarter to measure student achievement and to make decisions regarding 

curriculum.  The purpose of that assessment is meant primarily for teacher 
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feedback, re-teaching and further cyclical review and assessment. 

This is our seventh year to offer our High Abilities 7th grade students Algebra and 

our High Abilities 8th grade students Geometry. We also offer Spanish 1 to any 

High Abilities 8th graders.  

 

In the fall and mid-winter through the Northwest Evaluation Association (NWEA), 

we administer the Measure of Academic Progress (MAP) assessment to measure 

each student’s achievement and academic growth so that we would have a 

better understanding of where our students strengths are and where 

opportunities of growth are.  

 

All students are tested at the beginning and end of the year on their reading 

comprehension skills through Scholastic’s Reading Inventory.  SRI provides a 

lexile score for students.  This score allows for intervention grouping as well as 

providing another measurement of growth as it is used district wide. 

 

The Five-Star Technologies Data Warehouse is utilized regularly to make critical 

decisions about student achievement.
